Be Post-war Problem, Caster Says 


What to do with the teenage 
“lost generation” will be world’s 
most pressing post-war problem, 
J. Edward Caster, professor of bi- 
ological science at Scripps college 
and Claremont college graduate 
school, declared at the second fo- 
rum meeting sponsored by the Up- 
land Coordinating council at the 
Upland Elementary school audi- 
torium Tuesday evening. 

He said returning servicemen 
will be heroes and will get first 
priority on jobs. The boys too 
young for military service “will be 
lost in the cracks.” They will be 
forgotten.: 

“T am inclined to think that is 
the most serious problem we face,” 
he stated. 

“You cannot have failed to ob- 
serve a certain uneasiness among 
young people that is positively 
threatening. I think you had bet- 
ter be doing something about it.” 

He recommended that civic 
groups sponsor teenage activity as

Young boys will have a healthy 
respect for a war veteran who has 
flown over Berlin or who has 
shelled Japanese ships or fought in 
battle. 

“We are not going to get any- 
where by organizing clubs,” he 
said. “It is going to involve a 
personal touch by someone the 
youngsters respect.” 

Leading young people would be 
the best readjustment the service 
man could make to civilian life he- 
cause it would take his mind off 
memories of battle experiences 
turn it outside to other persons’ 
and problems. 

The problem will be much more 
complex in Europe, he declared. 
In Britain, France, Germany, Po- 
land, Russia and other countries, 
hundreds of thousands of children 
have lost their Parents or seen
